To assist patrons, the Post Of- 
cKce Depar-tment has published a 
ibrief pamphlet — HOW YOU 
CAN CURB PANDERING AD¬ 
VERTISEMENTS — which is 
now available at the Agawam 
Post Office. In addition to ex¬ 
plaining how the law works, the 
pocket-size leaflet contains a 
foi-m letter one can use when 
sending his complaint to the post 
office... 

The pamphlet ex!)>lain3 tliat 
when a patron receives an advor- 
tisement which is, in his opinion, 
(pandering, he must send the ad, 
its enveloi)e and the form letter, 
or one which includes its lan¬ 
guage, -to his post office -wi'th the 
'Words, “Request for pi-ohibitory 
ovder” on the face of the en¬ 
velope. 

“Posfcihaster DeForge said; 
This new law should give some 
-pj-otection to American families 
offended by advertisements they 
believe to be morally harmful, 
jwrtdeularly to their children.

He added that “because the 
law gives a mail patron the sole 
right to decide what is offensive, 
and does not deny others the 
right to 1 -eceive the mail, the Con¬ 
gress felt it does not violate Con¬ 
stitutional gnaranteestof freedom 
of speech.” 

While the patron’s complaint 
'wiH only be directed to the seiid- 
er, Postmaster DeForge believes 
tliat one or two complaints ^vill 
provide substantial pxetection be¬ 
cause “the great bulk of adver¬ 
tising comes from fewer than 20 
so-called ‘smut dealers’ who are 
fi-equently swapping iixailing 
lists.” 

If a mailer does not strike a 
complainant’s name from this 
.mailing list, and the patron re¬ 
ceives a second mailing .30 days 
after the firm has received the 
■prohibitory oixler, 'he may bring 
the matter to the attention of 
the Postmaster issuing the initial 
, order by writing him and enclo.s- 
'ing the second pandering ad with 


its envelope. If the mailer still 
fails to respect the order, the 
Postmaster General,may ask the 
Atty. General to apply for a Fed¬ 
eral Court order directing com¬ 
pliance. Failure to obseiwe the 
order may be punishable by a 
fine or inipvisomnent.

The 
following day Senator Burke, in 
the Boston Globe, was reported 
to have said that Senate Waj’s 
and Means would be w'orldng on 
the Budget until June and would 
be unable to get to the wetlands 
bill before then. 

The fact of the matter is, the 
Budget, formally, is fetill in 
Hoixse Ways and Means.

3-4 weeks, it is likely that they 
will be working on the bw^et. 

iSenator Burke, the only re¬ 
maining vocal opponent to the 
bill, would like to hold the bill 
until added support gained from 
the spring floods has subsided. 
Cex'tainly if he was not serious 
about his earlier statement, the 
bill could have been reported out 
within two weeks after it was 
referred to Senate Ways and 
Means.
